Public Comments and Concerns:

Road Report:

Ron Kelley reported the following:

e Grading roads.
e Started roadside mowing.
e Put new bristles on the sweeper.
e Cleaned up brush from storm on the 18th.
e Working 4 days per week.
e Guardrail down on Granville Street.
- Auto accident; cost approximately $1,500 - $2,000 to replace.
- Dale Kerber made arrest for negligent driving.

e Pond Hill Rd, extensive ditching.
- Cleaned and stone lined 2,500 ft.
